Ik is our sad duty to chronicle. 
the death, which tcok place atthe 
French Hospital. Causeway Bsy, 
last night, of tha Right Rev. 
Dr. Dominico Pozzom, Roman 
Catholic Bishop. of Hongkong. 
Sevéral weeks ago the, deceased 
prelate suffered a series of heart 
attacks, the first being on the 
occasion of the Catholic Press 
celebration in the early Part of 
the year, which the late Bishop 
attended. This attack, however, 
passed over, but about a week 
later he bad a further relapse. 
In spite ‘of doctor's orders, he 
moved about as. usual following 
this second attack, busying him- 
self in the affairs of the Diocese. 
On January 16th. heart trouble 
was again experienced, ‘and 
the late Bishop's condition be- 
came so serious that for a time 
all hope of recovery was given 
up. Howerer, bis wonderful con- 
stitution saw him -through, and 
some days later he was able tq 
be moved to the French Hospital. 
Since that time, he had one fur- 
ther relapse, and complications 
were feared, but he again rallied 
and yesterday he appeared to be 
much better. However, he was 
again suddenly seized with ill- 
ness,last night and passed away 
at about 11 p.m. Bishop Pozzoni's 
demise will be mourned not only 
by the whole Catholic community, 
but also by all who, during his 
lengthy stay in the Golony, have 
been brought into personal touch 
with him, for he was one whom 
to know was to love.’ 

The end came quite unexpected- 
ly, without “the least warning. 
The Bishop was lying in bed 
when he experienced a sudden 
attack. He“placed his band to 
his heart, exclaiming “ What is 
this?” and immediately passed 
away. Hehad felt much better 
during yesterday, so much so that 
he had begun to arrange certain 
matters in connection with the 
Diocese.

His solicitude 
for that district was ‘responsible 
for the erection last year of the 
hospital and orphanage at Wai- 
chow, sow under the spiritual

Bishop Pozzoni soon became 
exceedingly popularin Hongkong, 
where he entered actively and 
prominently into promoting the 
social and other activities of the 
Catholices.
